“THE DESERT.

FRIEND OF THE KING 
OF THE HEDJAZ. 


An intrepid Irish woman explorer, Miss 
Ada Boyland, F.R.G.S., af bhas square, 
Monkstown, County, Dublin, who has been 
Studying the desert tribes for the past 
nue years, recently has been spending 
sovre time in Malta on ber way to Trans- 
jordania. She carried with her a letter 
from her personal friend, the King of the 
Hedjaz, to his son Abdullah, king of. a 
titbe in Transjordania. Two simliar 
letters have already been delivered to 
other sons of King Hussein. 

was always adventurous, said Miss 
Boyland, in an interview granted to the 
Daily Matta Chronicle. As a child 1 loved 
the unknown and wandered by myself in 
the Irish countryside, but I really began 
my explorations only in 1919, when, aiter 
a bad bout of pneumonia, Í went to con- 
valesce at Algiers. Here 1 tell in love 
with the desert. _It has a tre- 
mendous fascination for some people, an 
irresistible attraction which draws ote ov 
and on to wander in it. 

PRISONERS OF THE HAREM. 

Life for the Arab woman‘of rank is per- 
petual imprisonment. In all my wander- 
ings Í have never met a young Eastern 
woman who did not long to be rid of the 
veil. I have always found a warm wel- 
come in the hatems, where I would talk 
to these veiled beauties for hours, sympa: 
thising with their troubles, and telling 
them story after story. =e 

The Arah woman is very quick and in- 
telligent, but utterly untaught, and as 
curious as a child. There are no regulary 
meals in the harem, but one nibbles all 
day long; there is no routine to break up 
monotony, but an everlasting and deadtTy 
or ee of idleness from morning till 
night. 
KING HUSSEIN AND HIS SQNS. 

My first meetuig with Kiug Hussein 
was obtained through Sir Ronald Starrs, 
who introduced me to a Greek lady who 
took me to see the King of the Hedjai. 
He was very courteous to me, aud con- 
sented to have his photo taken. ' 
Boyland showed the interviewer au en- 
larged snapshot of a tall; grave and 
majestic figure standing by an eguerry in 
European uniform.) At parting he gave 
me letters to his three sons, the ‘last ‘of 
which Í am now on my way to deliver. - 

Keisal, Ali and Abdullah are Hussein’s 
threa sons—and I have seen the first’ two. 
At that time I found it was inrpossible 
to get to the third oWing to that region 
being completely snowed ur, but I am 
now yong to Jerusalan) to learn more 
Arabic, and 1 shall push on then into 
Transjordania—where there are -many 
tribes which I am curious to see, Beni 
Saker being the chief of them. 
| DESERT WANDERINGS. 

My -first desert exploits wero under- 
taken with an Egyptian—the one and 
anly guide who knew that part of the 
desert. 1 had spent neatly seven months 
learning Arabic and started off yuite 
uaily. During three weeks 1 saw only five 
people-—-but th desert was wonderful. 

At one point ny guide lost his way at 
a cross-path, and 1 was amazed to see him 
kneel down with his face to the ground 
and scent out the wav we bad come hike a 
bloodhound. I rede ow a White « ‘el 
which I grew so fond of, a beautifel 
creature, that I was loth to part with it. 

The Egyptian desert is a wonderfal 
place—the colouring, the free life on a 
eamel’s back, the vreat spaces. . á 
Beyond (Qusseir, on the Red Sea, we met a 
band of tribesmen who at first seemed 
hostile. We were quite. unarmed, but 
somehow we finally passed muster and 


| they rode off. 


My «desert equipment is very simple: | 
take no money with me, but pay ny guides 
balf waves before starting and the otber 
hail on my return. In my three weeks in 
the Kyyptian desert I bad only £1 with 
me, as one is certain to be safe so long as 
one carries no money or valuable 
jewellery, . 

1 ride in a tussore shirt and breeches, 
and 1 invariably carry with me a large 
assortment of sixpenny “' jewellery,” an 
incredible collection of glass ‘and tin 
brooches, rings, bracelets, with which J 
delight the women in the Ara villages— 
wearing a good many of the ‘rings to give 
myself due importance ! : s 


THRGUGH UNKNOWN AFRICA. 

In tiying to reach Timbuctoo in 1923 
L had an interesting adventure, as I went 
up by the Liver Niger, thrqugh parts af 
which no white people had been before. 
was rowed up im a native boat, stopping 
by night on the hanks, and passing by 
many villages on the way, the largest of 
which is Mopti. 

It was mtensely thrilling, as I was quite 
alone with my black guides, who belonged 
to the Bambarra tribe, and the villagers 
always gave me a chance of seeing them 
as they crowded round tuo see the white 
woman. Their chief was 6ft. Sins, tall, a 
huge fellow, with the character of a child. 

One day one of the crew felt ill, and | 
gave him some aspirin. Immediately the 
hig skipper came tq me with a grievance— 
he wanted agpirin, too, out of sheer envy. 
[ always carry some iodine, batridages, 
aspirin, etc, with me, as any first-aid is 
quite unknown to these natives, and wins 
their affection immediately. 


SAFER WITHOUT MONEY. 

[ treat them quite as children and 
supply them with pockvt-money, They 
are extraordinarily nice to me, and 1 have 
ulways found that, as lon: as she does 
nut carry money or jewellery, a white 
woman is perfectly safe with Arabs or 
blacks; they have extraordinarily fine 
instincts of chivalry. 

In the upper reaches of the Niger, where 
the temperature was 120 degrees in the 
shade, one would hear the sereaw of 
hyenas all along the banks. Ono day I 
was going for a stroll] on the shore, when 
I heard close at hand a roar. Although 
T found my native boatmen were never 
frightened, I wás afraid of a lion, and | 
took to my heels and fled: 

] was fifteen days doing the six hundred 
miles down the Niger with my eleven 
natives, and at the end of my journey I 
rode triumphantly into Timbyctoo. 


A FLYING ADVENTURE. 

It was after this exploit that Miss

LOCATED BY WIRELESS. 

There was an immediate response from, 
the Cambria to the Hibernia’s radio call, 
and it was learned that the thissing vessel 
was aground about a‘ mile north of the 
harbour, undamaged, and awaiting release 
by the'rising tide. The Cambria’s message 
further stated that she hoped to be clear 
by half-past. eight. 

This anticipation proved fairly correct, 
and at about nine o'clock the Cambria 
loomed through the fog at the harbour 
mouth, almost invisible at a hundred yards 
distance. She was berthed at 9.3, three and 
a quarter hours late, having left Holyhead 
fourteen mingtes behind scheduled time.

CONSERVATORS’ PROTESTS 
TO MINISTRY. 

As a sequel to the recent fishery maqeisy 
held‘ by the Ministry of Commerce in Nol 
thern Ireland at Enniskillen, the Ministry

These fishermen had never before 
paid a licence for catching eoarse fish, and 
now they were being charged for fishing 
Pollen were teeming in ouch Erne, and 
could only be caught with a four-inch mesh 
net, and fishermen were debarred from using 
a vet of this mesh.

CLARE MURDER CASE. 
JUDGE'S TRIBUTE TO CIVIC 
GUARDS. 

At, the Central Criminal Court, Green 
street, Dublin. yesterday, Mr. Justice Johns- 
ton referred to the case that had been heard 
on Thursday, in which a man named Cox was 
canyicted of murder at Parteen, Co. Clare, 
in December last, said:—1 wish to refer to 
the excellent work done by the Civic Guards 
in Limerick in bringing the accused, John J.

CHAPLIN, 


THE “MOVIE” ARTIST AT CLOSE QUARTERS,

IA STHOUGH he staried from the lowest 
 & rung, Charlie Chaplin has won for 
himself the highest position among the 
stars of the first magnitude at Hollywood. 
Being in Los Angeles, we were naturally 
anxious for an opportunity of meeting 
such a world-wide celebrity. During a 
former visit the almost equally famous 
Douglas Fairbanks had unveiled for us the 
hidden mysteries of picture-making ; 
introducing us to the cinema studio with 
its uncanny indoor lighting effects of 
urple and yeliow, and forests of spider- 
egged cameras and searchlights. We had 
wandered with him round spacious outdoor 
courts and marvelled at the ~*costly 
structures, city or village streets, castles 
of reality or imagination, which grow 
with mushroom-like rapidity and are as 
uickly levelled. We saw Haddon Hall, 
Bagdad, the grim castle walls made 
famous by the expoits of Robin Hood; 
picturesque patios and garden courts of 
old Seville, with roses (of paper) trailing 
over their tiled walls, built at a cost ol 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
satisly the “movie fans.” We had only 
seen “Doug’’ in his war paint, decked 
out as a dapper Spaniard for his part in 
“Don 0.” His domestic life was a closed 
book ; for, unhappily, time did not allow 
ns to accept his invitation to dine at his 
home on Beverly Hills and meet his wife, 
dainty Mary Pickford. 

This time the longed-for opportunity 
occurred of meeting a “star ” in the habit 
in which he lives. Hospitable Mrs. Kahn 
gave a luncheon party to which we were 
bidden “to meet Mr. Charles Chaplin.’’ 
Doubters rather damped our ardour by 
suggesting that he seldom appeared at 
such functions, and it was highly 
improbable that he would emerge from his 
repose after his recent strenuous work on 
the new film, “ The Circus,” just com- 
pleted. So we arrived prepared for 
disappointment. ,Our hostess seemed to 
have an antipathy to strong daylight ; for, 
although the sun shone brightly on her 
pretty one-storied villa, so that rustling 
palm-trees threw shadows on the dazzling 
white walls, every shutter was closed, and 
curtains tightly drawn, and the only light 
came from rose-shaded incandescent lamps. 
Hardly had we seated ourselves in the 
entrance hall, which in so many American 
homes does duty as a reception room, when 
the street door again admitted a blaze of 
sunshine, and with it there entered a 
short, dapper little figure, dressed in a 
close fitting serge suit, ‘‘ Charlie Chaplin,” 
hero of “The Kid,” ‘‘The Gold Rush,’ 
** Shoulder Arms” and two hundred more 
well-known films, stood before us in the 
flesh. His hostess’s rapturous greeting 
sugvested that she also had misgivings 
regarding his arrival. 


INTELLIGENCE AND WIT, 


Our group was augmented by Mr. 

Crocker, secretary, or perhaps better 
described as assistant, to Mr. Chaplin, 
since he is an inheritor of millions; 
W. Griffiths, greatest of tilm-producers ; 
John Colton, whose much discussed play, 
‘‘The Shanghai Gesture,’’ was then being 
played at New York, and pretty Sally 
O'Neill. a recent recruit for movieland, 
brilliant of complexion and graceful in 
earriage. During luncheon the conversa- 
tion turned to the “ King of Kings ' film 
recently produced by Mr. Cecil de Mille. 
Mr. Chaplin stoutly maintained that the 
Passion was not a suitable subject for the 
cihema.. Unlike Ober Ammergau, the 
movie studio cannot maintain the sacred 
atmosphere which is essential. He said 
that it revolted him to see actors and 
actresses, dressed up as the most revered 
Biblical characters, smoking cigarettes, 
making up one another's faces, and 
oceasionally quarrelling during the 
jm:tervals between the scenes. He a‘so gave 
a very lucid criticism of a book by an 
Italian, which throws a new, if cynical, 
light on the New Testament story. Mr. 
Chaplin's contributions to the general 
canversation showed him to be possessed 
not only of exceptional artistic sense 
and a nimble wit, such as one might 
expect in so successful an actor, but also 
of a general culture and wide reading 
which argued an exceptionally high 
intelligence. We must remember that he 
spent. his boyhood, as he does not hesitate 
to tell, in poverty-stricken surroundings 
in one of the mean streets just behind 
Kennington Old Town Hall. 

Later on, the conversation turned to the 
origin: and history of Titania’s Palace, 
then on exhibition at Pullock’s great 
drapery store in Los Angeles. At my 
hostess’s request | retold the story of the 
old sycamore tree in Mount Merrion 
Wood, and I never had a more appreciative 
listener than the little man of five-foot 
six who sat opposite; his finely-cut 
jeatures, sensitive face, framed in wavy 
dark hair, streaked with white over the 
temples, and his liquid, appealing eyes, 
making a picture which is stamped on iny 
memory. So interested was he in my tale 
of. the building of the Palace and of its 
subsequent travels in aid of the crippled, 
neglected and unhappy children of the 
world, that he promised to come and see 
its tiny treasures for himself; and inscribe 
his name in the book kept for 
distinguished visitors. The next morning 
he arrived punctually, and joined the 
queue of two hundred or more who waited 
patiently for their turn. There was no 
question of his appreciation of the 
beauties of the Hall of the Guilds, the 
Hall of the Fairy Kiss, the Chapel, and 
all the other rooms in the home of the 
Fairy Queen, and I had great difficulty in 
getting him to pass along quickly enough 
to satisfy those who followed us. 


TITANIA’S PALACE, 


Straygely enough, he was recognised 
by few of the visitors who pressed round 
the handrail. ‘This is not unusual even in 
Los Angeles; for the “Charlie ” Chaplin 
in full war-paint, with his whitened face, 
dark, liquid eyes and black spot of 
moustache under the nostrils; with the 
little, round hat perched above it, the 
tightly buttoned coat and baggy trousers, 
knotted cane and _ dilapidated boots 
below bears little resemblance to the well- 
groomed Mr. Chaplin at home.

Jn order to escape from the group 
of children on their trail, they slipped 
into a seaside restaurant. No sooner were 
they seated than a sma]!, tousled head 
appeared above the window-ledge, and, 
alter a long scrutiny, during which 
“ Charlie” felt the urchin’s eyes piercing 
him like gimlets, there came a sniff an 
then an ejaculation in tones of withering 
dii “Ólarlie Chaplin, me aunt!” as 
the head disappeared. 

Alter viewing Titania's Palace with 
evident delight, Mr. Chaplin drove us off 
to luncheon in his home at Beverly Hills. 
We were only a partie carrée—our host, 
Mr. Crocker and our two selves—so we 
were able to see the true “Charlie ' among 
bis Lares et Penates, or as the Scotsman 
would say, “by his ain fireside.’’ The 
house, simple and unostentatious in 
architecture, is built on the crest of a 
little hill and is surrounded by a belt of 
flowering shrubs, recently planted to 
ensure privacy. The significance of this 
objection to being overlooked will not be 
understood by those who have not been in 
America, and seen the nakedness of the 
surroundings of the average villa. hee

carrying a pile of plates, which led him 
across the arena while the performance 
was in full swing; romantic intervals 
when he showed his affection for the ill- 
used daughter, only to be supplanted by 
the handsome King of the Air, played by 
Mr. Crocker. Then came more comic- 
alities and misadventures until the theatre 
rocked with laughter—a proof of the hold 
which the personality of one actor had 
taken of his great public; for it was the 
triumph of “Charlie’’ Chaplin from the 
first flicker on the curtain until the light 
died out.

His latest film, the much-advertised 
“Circus,” was being shown at Grauman’s 
Chinese Theatre in Hollywood; so there 
I went a few evenings later, to see if the 
slapstick Charlie had as great an appeal 
as the Mr. Charles Chaplin of the 
luncheon party and Beverley Hills home. 
Admirers of the movies had told me with 
bated breath that in ‘‘ The Cireus” I 
should find tragedy and comedy superbly 
blended by a master actor; 1 should be 
moved to laughter bv the comicalities of 


an unsurpassed comedian, and to tears by 
the world’s greatest tragedian. 


Even after 
reducing this panegyric by a hali to allow 
for the local habit of describing even the 
most modest performances by superlatives, 
I set off in a mood of pleasurable 
anticipation. 


A RICH INTERIOR. 


The brilliantly lighted entrance court of 
the theatre was arranged to resemble the 
outside of an old-fashioned fair, with 
great paintings representing fat women, 
strong men and impossible animals, with 
clowns and showmen on hustings shouting 
A big 
crowd poured in with us, and we entered 
one of the most interesting structures I 
The decoration 
Grauman’s Chinese 


of the interior of 


Theatre is worthy of a chapter of its own. 
The vast ceiling was supported by colossal 


octagonal pillars of grey stone, set back 
against the walls: the stone was severely 
plain, with no decoration, and there were 
no capitals. But the vast spaces of wall 
between the pillars, reaching at the sides 
from floor to ceiling, without the 
interruption of boxes or galleries. were of 
brick, painted a dull red, and decorated 
in flat gold with Chinese scenes of trees, 
birds and many-roofed pagodas, such as 
one sees on lacquer screens. On either 
side of a gigantic stage a pagoda-shaped 
box was let into the wall. A gallery 
corresponding to our dress circle was 
supported by massive wooden joists, 
fantastically carved and brilliantly 
coloured ; lights clustered in the calyx of 
great, gilded flowers, lighted the stalls 
below. Even the seats, which held at 
least two thousand spectators, were in 
keeping with the rest of the scheme, being 
upholstered in sealing - wax - coloured 
leather. Black, gold, and various shades 
of blue, mingled with red, with a 
background of buff-coloured stone, made 
a harmonious colour scheme, barbaric in 
its richness, and far surpassing in its 
magnificence anything I had seen else- 
where. 

The entertainment began by moving 
pictures which showed the arrival of 
various screen stars at the “first night ” 
performance, giving ‘‘ close-up ” portraits 
of every famous personage in Hollywood. 
A seemingly endless procession of fault- 
lessly dressed men, and ladies wearing 
priceless furs, stepping daintily out of 
luxurious automobiles 
monotonous that it was a relief when the 
curtain rose at last, not to disclose the 
sheet on which “ The Circus” was to be 
shown, but the actual representation of 
the platform outside a circus tent; just 
such a scene as Hogarth engraved on his 
plate of Greenwich Fair, but with living 
actors and showmen. Various groups in 
strange costumes, acrobats, jugglers, 
wrestlers and the like, came out on the 
stage and did their “stunts ” to attract 


a motley crowd of vokels who roamed 


about the forepart of the stage. 


THE “ BALLYHOO PROLOGUE.” 

After this had gone for some time I 
consulted my programme and found that 
this was called the ‘‘ Ballyhoo Prologue.” 
Then the curtain fell, and rose again to 
discover the interior of a circus, with its 
tan ring, its net for trapeze and tight rope 
performers, and in the background tiers 
of painted figures to represent the 
All this, to my surprise, was 
real scenery, shortly peopled by real 
actors; for the ring-master cracked his 
whip and the pink eved white horse was 
led into the arena with a fringed platform 
on his broad hack for the little, lightly 
clad lady who, after a couple of 
pirouettes and a kiss blown to the 
audience, was lifted gracefully up to 
enchant us with airy poises and crashes 
through paper hoops, while her steed, 
with arched neck, ambled round the ring 
under the eye of the fiercely meustached 
ring-master, resplendent in gold-laced 
coat. Then came the conventional entry 
of clowns, the stirring rush of pink-clad 
acrobats, who scrambled into living 


pyramids or summersaulted giddily across 


the arena. Sea lions there were and 
performing dogs, and as the time passed, 
pleasantly enough, I wondered if we had 
come to a circus instead of a cinema; for 
it was then past ten-thirty and we were 
many miles from Los Angeles and bed. 
At last the curtain fell on the prologue, 
and once more we saw the familiar.

NEW LONDON PLAY. 


“ THE CIRCLE OF CHALK ”’ 
AT THE NEW THEATRE. 


From Our Own COoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

The audience were very enthusiastic about 
“The Circle of Chalk,’ the 600-years-old 
Chinese play adapted from Klabund’s German 
version by Mr. James Laver, and presented 
last night at the New Theatre. 

It is really an exquisitely staged and 
costumed Chinese fairy story set to music. 
It describes how a young Chinese girl is 
sold by her mother to a tea-shop; á a 
young prince falls in love with her; how 
she is again sold to be second or third wife 
to a Mandarin, whose jealous first wife 
accuses her of poisoning the 'rsband. She 
is tried and condemned; but a new king 
has come to the throne, who decides to 
judge all cases himself. It is her prince, and 
she is saved to.be his empress. 

Miss Anna May Wong, the well-known 
screen actress, made her first stage appee -- 
ance as the Chinese heroine, and there is 
no denying her quaint charm and extra- 
ordinary grace of movement; but her 
“ Broadway ” voice is disillusioning, and 
does not fit in with the rest of her per- 
sonality. She is far more intriguing on the 
‘silver sheet ' than she is on the stage. 

The part of the jealous wife was well 
played by Miss Rose Quong, an obviously 
experienced actress, who holds the attention 
whenever she is on the stage. 

Mr. Laurence Olivier plays the young 
prince with convincing dignity, and other 
important ró/es are well played by Mr. Bruce 
Winston, Mr. George Curson, Mr, Frank 
Cochrane, and Miss Marie Ault, 

The play is produced on the lines of an 
actual Chinese play, and there is consider- 
able novelty and amusement in watching the 
slow movements of the Chinese property men. 

Mr. Basil Dean deserves great praise for 
an unconventional and extremely artistic pro- 
duction, and Mr. Aubrey Hammond is to 
be commended on the beauty and accuracy 
of the dresses and settings. 

The music, strangely fascinating, is based 
on Chinese folk-tunes, and has been admir- 
ably arranged by Mr. Ernest Irving. 


‘“*AREN’T WE ALL.” 

“ Aren’t We All, Mr. Frederick Lons- 
dale’s entertaining comedy, which was first 
produced at the Globe Theatre in 1925, was 
revived this week at the Fortune: Theatre, 
with Miss Ellis Jeffreys in her original part 
of the designing Lady Frinton. Miss Phyllis 
Dare in her first “straight ” part played the 
réle originally created by Miss Marie Lohr, 
und proved once and for all that she is a 
very capable actress, as well as a dainty 
dancer and singer. 

‘The réle is not an exacting one. but it 
has its serious moments, and Miss Dare was 
at her best in them, 

The play wears remarkably well, and was 
admirably acted by the whole cast.

La Silhouette. 


Outside an antique shop in Dublin the 
other day Í overheard a smart looking 
girl say to another, “ That is a remark- 
ubly good silhouette, but J haven't, the 
faintest idea why people rave so much 
about that type of picture,”  ‘* Perhaps,” 
observed her quick-witted friend, ‘ it was 
a Scotsman who started it, and his idea 
may have been to save paint.” The above 
remarks go to prove that the origin of 
the silhouette is little known. 

The term originated in a political nick 
name. Silhouette was a Minister of State 
in France in the year 1759, who tried to 
arrange everything in an economical way. 
The period was a gay one. It was the age 
of the dandy, with his lace ruffles and 
handkerchiefs, golden or jewelled snuff- 
boxes, and sedan chairs. For France it 
was a critical time, the Treasury was in 
an exhausted condition, and Silhouette, 
an honest man who would hold no inter- 
course with financiers or loan-mongers, 
tried to prevent a national bankruptcy 
with excessive economy and interminable 
reform. 

Paris was not that Metropolis where a 
Plato or a Zeno could long be Minister 
of State without incurring all the ridicule 
of the wretched wits. At first they merely 
laughed at him, then they cut their coats 
shorter and wore them without sleeves ; 
they turned their gold snuff-boxes into 
wooden ones, and the new-fashioned 
portraits were only profiles of a face 
traced by a black pencil on the shadow 
cast by a candle on white paper. 

All the fashions assumed an air of 
niggardly economy until at last poor 
Silhouette was driven into retirement by 
that sharpest of all whips—ridicule!

] Lenten Austerities. 


Of late years a succession of influenza 
epidemics after Christmas has resulted in 
a lessening of Lenten austerities in 
Dublin. Old people can remember the 
time when there were very few places of 
amusement open during Lent, and when 


fasting was so strictly observed that the, 


work of porters and others employed in 
slaughter-houses was appreciably dimi- 
nished. In order to compensate for the 
lack of work these men used to organise a 
procession on Easter Monday through the 
streets of Dublin, leading an ass on whose 
beck was a cloth embroidered with a 
cross, and a collection was made on their 
behalf. This custom has fallen so com- 
pletely in abeyance that very few people 
seem to remember it now. 


Jam for Lent, 


A wholesale merchant tells me that 
during Lent there is a greatly increased 
demand im rural districts for jam and 
marmalade. This is due to the fact that 
although butter is now allowed in every 
diocese, still thé older people keep up the 
old-fashioned practice of abstaining from 
butter at tea. The children do not, how- 
ever, regard bread and jam as a very 
great penance. As a matter of fact, they 
rather like Lent for this reason. 


Egg CGhieves. 


Recently, when visiting some friends 
in the country, I witnessed an interesting 
incident, which shows that crows are just 
as fond of dainties as other birds. On 
the lawn in front of the house were some 
ducks, one of which, in the casual manner 
of their species, laid an egg on the grass 
and then waddled away. 

Within half a minute about a dozen 
crows appeared on the scene, and, after 
wheeling around, one of them alighted on 
the grass and made for the egg. The 
crow at first tried to pick the egg up in 
its beak, but only succeeded in pushing it 
along the ground. The bird, however, 
was determined to have the egg, so it 
broke the shell and proceeded to sip the 
contents. Whereupon another crow 
hopped down on the grass and tried to 
get a share of the tit-bit, but between the 
two of them they upset the broken shel] 
and spilt all the egg on the grass, where 
it soaked away into the ground. 


Professor Roger Chauvire. 


Professor Roger Chauviré, who lectured 
at University College yesterday afternoon 
on “ Ronsurd Poeéte de la Lotre,’’ is re- 
garded as one of the recognised authori- 
ties on Irish literature in France. His 
book on the Red Branch Knights, “Fa 
Geste de la Branche Rouge,’ has had a 
great success in Paris. It deals with the 
Cuchullain Saga, and gives a vivid 
account of this cycle of our heroic tales. 
This book was so well received in the 
French literary world that it was crowned 
by the French Academy last vear. The 
National University has decided also to 
confer on him the degree of Doctor ot 
Literature. [ hear that Professor 
Chauviré’s next book will deal with the 
Ossianic Tales. 


With the Wild Geese. 


Professor Chauviré comes of a dis- 
tinguished French military family. His 
father, Colonel Chauviré, was Deputy- 
ste: Commander of the 
garrison in Paris at 
the time of his 
death. Dr. Chauviré 
with his two brothers 
were in the trenches 
during the Great 
War. One brother 
was killed, but the 
other, who was in 
the Navy Medical 
Service, survives. 
Previous to his mili 
tary service, he was 
professor in a unique 
military school, 
called Le Prytanée, 
in La Fléche in Normandy. Here the 
sons of officers of distinction were edu- 
cated for the profession of arms. Among 
his past pupils Professor Chauviré in- 
cluded many descendants of the Irish 
oficers who were amongst the Wild 
Geese, and have perpetuated such names 
as Burke and Sullivan in the French 
Army to-day. Dr. Chauviré, who came te 
Ireland after the armistice, is Professor 
of French in the National University.

Some Dubliners must have been disap- 
pointed on Friday when they did not 
receive their favourite  cross-Channel 
newspapers until afternoon.

It is a double coincidence that the 
Cambria was in collision ct Holyhead on 
her initial crossing about eight years back, 
and that the precursor of her name, just 
over thirty years ago, when on her official 
trial trip, with some of the directorate 
and officials and their guests on board, 
was held up for twenty-four hours at the 
North Wall because a steel hawser became 
fouled in one of her propellers,

_ The old City of Dublin Steam Packet 
Company also had a wonderful record of 
safety, although some of their vessels met 
with inevitable accidents; two of which I 
remember occurred in fogs. Early in the 
nineties R.M.S. Ireland, the last of the 
company’s paddle-boats, when about an 
hour out from Holyhead, was in collision 
with another steamer—I think it was 
carrying a cargo of explosives—and was 
so badly damaged that her return to the 
Welsh port took several tours. Another 
accident I remember was the sinking of 
the Kish lightship.

FRANCE’S GREATEST 
POET. 


PROFESSOR CHAUVIRE ON 
RONSARD. 


The large audience which filled the Phvsics 
Lecture Theatre in University College, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon followed with great ap- 
preciation Professor Chauvire’s most interest- 
ing lecture on ‘‘ Ronsard Poéte de la Loire.” 
Beginning with a short account of Ronsard’s 
birthplace, Vendome, and the customs, 
character and attitude of mind of the people 
amongst whom he had heen brought up, the 
lecturer showed the life-long influence of those 
early surroundings on his poetry. In all his 
works there occur again and again words and 
turns of speech of his native countryside, and 
references to and descriptions of the mode of 
life and habits of the people. All through 
his life Ronsard kept up close connection wit! 
the Valley of the Loire and returned there 
frequently; the scenery of that country | 
enshrined in many a vivid descriptive passage 
in his verse. 

Ronsard is, perhaps, the greatest poet that 
France has ever produced, and without doubh' 
is the most characteristically French. Of all 
his country’s poets. the lecturerer said, none 
was nearer to his heart, and in this opinion. 
he continued, he had at least the support of 
Anatole France, also, it must be remembered, 
a native of the Loire Valley. 

Amongst numerous examples of Ronsarii’s 
work, Professor Chauvire _ rea “la 
Quenouille,”’ ** A son Laguais.” “Le Vovace 
de Tours,” and many of the sonnets from

MOZART’S C MINOR MASS. 


Mozart's © minor Mass was revived at the 
concert of the University of Dublin Chora! 
Soviety at Trinity College yesterday. The 
performance, conducted, as usual, by Dr. G. 
H. P. Hewson, was noteworthy tor some oí! 
the best choral singing heard from the Society 
in recent years. It suggested, too, that Dr. 
Hewson has a special place in his own affec- 
tion for this work, for he was strikingly 
successful in the making of telling points in 
the performance. . A fine crescendo in the 
was one conspicuous 
instance, and the grand double choruses were 
managed with splendid skill, and sung with 
a wealth of tone that would have done credit 
to a larger body of choristers. 

The chorus, indeed. by its spirited work

@ soprano, using the lower notes of the voice 
but seldom, and a tenor. With an ideal cas’, 
of course, there would have been a m 
marked difference of timbre between soprano 
and mezzo-soprano than one had vyester/ay 
with Madame Swann and Miss Forsyth. The 
“ Quoniam " trio, with the peculiar combina- 
tion of solo voices used by Mozart in this 
Mass, was, however, effective as well as 
interesting. 

Dr. Hewson wisely is keeping to his rece 
practice of restricting the orchestra to strings: 
brass instruments make an impossible clarnour 
in the Examination Hall, and, as another 
recent performance proved again, there 
risk in using the available wood-wind. Miss 
Dorothy Stokes at the piano was admiral'y 
discreet and sure in her filling-in of wind 
parts, and was specially admirable in her suc 
gestion of the proper instruments he 
flute, oboe and bassoon ob/tgeto mpans 
ing the soprano solo, “ Ef ineernafua The 
strings orchestra did excellent work, but 
might, with advantage have been rather less 
robust in the accompaniment of certain s 
numbers. |

VIGOROUS PROTESTS BY THE 
OPPOSITION.

PREMIER CHARGED WITH STIFLING 
MINORITY VIEWS.

There were ag, | protests from the 
Upposition in the Northern Parliament 
yesterday when the Prime Minister (Lord 
Craigavon) introduced for the first time 
a guillotine motion allocating the time to 
he allowed for the discussion of the 
clauses and schedules of the Redistribu- 
tion Bill, which abolishes proportional 
yepresentation and restores single-member 
constituencies, 

[ie Prime Minister was charged with 
attempting to stifle the views of the 
minority, and Mr. Beattie, a Labour 
member, suggested that the bill should be 
torn up and thrown across the table to 
the Government, and said that there 
would be no prosperity in Ulster while 
the Prime Minister remained in office. 

Mr. McMullen, another Labour 
member, went further, charging the 
Prime Minister with rushing a general 
election before Great Britain, and 
referred to him as a ‘damned old rascal 
in politics.” When the Speaker inter- 
vened Mr. McMullen withdrew the ex- 
pression, but substituted for it “ political 
trixter.’’ Again the Speaker intervened, 
and Mr. McMullen contented himself 
with describing Lord Craigavon as an 
‘“yncomparable yerrymanderer.’’ 

Alter a debate which was remarkable 
for the vigour of the language used by 
the Opposition, an amendment extending 
the time for the discussion of the bill was 
defeated, and the guillotine motion was 
carried by 21 votes to 8. 


THE TIME-TABLE. 


PRIME MINISTER’S SPEECH. 
Viscount Craigavon, in proposing the 
maotion, said that in a large comprehensive 
teasure of that kind it would be difficult for 
members on all sides of the House, unless 


at the very beginning they knew exactly day 


by day what the proceedings would be, so 
that they would be able to make their 
arrangements accordingly. Complaints were 
sometimes made by the Opposition members 
that it was difficult to know the business to 
be taken from day to day and week to week. 
and, therefore, he believed that they would 
welcome a time-table of this kind. e said 
that it was the Liberal Party in Great 
Britain which first introduced the guillotine, 
and Mr Asquith, in 1911, declared that thev 
could not have legislation upon a large scale 
without some allocation of time. 

Ar. P. O'Neill (Nationalist)—Give guota- 
tions of s ur speeches at that time. 

The Pr ne Minister said that he was in 
Opposition for fourteen years in the British 
Parliament, and he, no doubt, objected by 
going into the Lobby against these motions: 
but with changed times there were changed 
teelings. and a weapon which one party 
objected to might be used by them later 
when they found, it absolutely necessary. 
The time-table befote the House gave a very 
generous allocation of time, and he pointed 
out that the recent Local Government Bill 
was given 112 hours for 115 clauses and 
twelve schedules in a House of 700 members. 
while they were giving 39 hours for eight 
clauses and three schedules in a House of 
some 50 members. 

The question of abolishing proportional 
representation had been frequently discussed, 
and members on the Government side of the 
House were of the opinion that it should go 
as quickly as possible. It would be found 
that the constituencies had heen divided up 
to give fair play to all sections in Northern 
Ireland; he said that without fear of contra- 
diction. 

THE MINORITIES’ RIGHTS. 

Mr. Devlin said that the Prime Minister 
had given a graphic description of the mean- 
ing of the guillotine, and he told them that 
1t was & modern British institution. It was 
nothing of the sort. The guillotine was a 
French institution, and it was invented for 
the purpose ot getting rid of kings and 
tyrants. 

THE MINORITY’S RIGHTS. 

It is rather a dangerous instrument, he 
said, for politicians to play with, as the 
Prime Minister will learn later, when the 
electoral guillotine falls upon himself and the 
Government during the coming month. 

The Redistribution Bill -was regarded by 
the Government, he added, as their finest 
accomplishment, but they proposed by this 
tyranny to strike the last blow at the repre- 
sentatives of the people in Northern Ireland. 
They proposed to rob the mincrity in 
Northern Ireland of a genuine right given to 
it by the British Parliament, and drive into 
discontent a section of the people which had 
the misfortune to be left under their sway. 
They were not only robbing them of their 
rights, but doing it by a revolutionary méans, 
by means of the guillotine. It was ridiculous 
for the Prime Minister to compare that House 
with the British Parliament, with its seven 
hundred members and the control of the 
destinies of a far-flung Empire in its keeping 
—a Parliament which met from three to eleven 
o'clock every night for nine months of the 
vear. This Parliament is an imposture. It 
has fifty-two members, and only thirty attend 
its sittings for three days a week, three hours 
a tlay for three months in the year. Last 
vear they bad four months’ holidays, and if 
they were going to make any great constitu- 
tional change thev had plenty of time to do 
it. They could not say that’ they were too 
busy solving the unemployment problem or 
getting terms for the unbought farmers. 

COMMISSIONERS SUGGESTED. 

The Government was living i a fool's 
varadise, he added, and never came in touch 
with the people. The only tine that the 
people knew about them was when they were 
standing shivering applicants for unemploy- 
ment benefit. If they moved about the city 
they would know what the people thought of 
them, they would learn that there never was 
a more unpopular or more discredited Govern- 
ment. Not a single concessien was ever 
«iven by the Government to the Opposition, 
nor was ever one of their suggestions 
adopted. 

It would be far better 
Parhament, he added. It is one 
most costly institutions in the world. 
it is here to act as a rubber stamp 
‘uv British legislation. It would be far better 
if the British Government would appoint 
{ommissioners to run this Parliament. 
would not suggest a united Ireland; for you 
vould think that too horrible; but we would 
have an efficient Olster and considerable 
saving if we had Commissioners. 

“MOST SHAMEFUL.” 

The Prime Minister—It was you and your 
colleagues who voted for Home Rule, and 
what we are doing is endeavouring to make 
the best that we can of a policy of which 
we did not approve. 

_ The Speaker said that they could not go 
into the wide question of Home Rule. 

Mr. Devlin—I never mentioned Home Rule ; 
it is he who is the Home Ruler. When it 
was suggested here to return to the Imperial 
Parliament, the Prime Minister said 
(4 Never.” 

Proceeding, he said that he was fighting an 
institution run by a kind of Mussolini. That 
was not a Parliament, but a camerilla. Mem- 
hers of the Government Party come down 
to the House and hardly ever made a speech 
or a suggestion, and if they ever moved an 
amendment they ran away from it as quickly 
as possible. Now they introduced a 
guillotine to closure those who made speeches. 

more shameful transaction never scarred 
the fair name of Parliament. Not another 
Parliament in the Empire outside that one 
would attempt it. In that Assembly, for 
which no ohe had any respect, and least of 
all the Prime Minister, to bring forward a 
motion of this kind was an _ outrage.

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Cecil described the guillotine as the last 
effort of a dying Government. The Govern- 
ment only met on an average of fifty-six 
afternoons per year during the past cight 
years.

Mr. Beattie suggested that the only 
answer to the attitude of. the Government 
was for the Opposition to tear the bill into 
ribbons and throw it across the table to the 
Government. The reason for the guillotine 
was obvious. North Down had been jerry- 
mandered. on behalf of a political person in 
the House, and in the case of other seats 
jerrymandering lay behind every provision in 
the bill.. A section of the Press of Northern 
ireland. was assisting the Government, the 
great asset being that they kept out rather 
than what they put in. He chal. 
lenged these newspapers ito tell the 
truth, as far as the je andering 
bill was concerned, and whe they did 
there would be a revolution in Northern 
Ireland,” a mental revolution, he hastened 
to add, which will give a startling bump to 
the Government. He appealed to the Prime 
Minister to withdraw his motion, and 
threatened that, if he did not do so, the 
Opposition would go to the extreme end of 
constitutional obstruction. 


APPEAL TO PRIME MINISTER. 

“ 1 appeal to you,” he said, ‘‘to pause in 
your mad errand, and try and make some 
arrangement with the Opposition whereby 
we will be allowed to freely discuss the 
new bill.”’ 

There was no response from the Govern 
ment benches to the appeal, and, addresein 
Lord Craigavon, Mr. Beattie declared wit 
vehemence: '' Anything may happen, and 
whatever damage that bill may do in the 
country the blame lies on you and your 
Cabinet.”’ 

This new geirymandering was evolved out 
of many secret conclaves and deputations 
from Unionist Associations, and he publicly 
challenged the Prime reser to eay that 
one body outside the Unionist Association 
had taken part in the framing of this bill.

That 
was not forth: oming in the short speech of 
the Prime Minister. The unconstitutional! 
acts of the Conservative Party in other days 
had bronght Ireland tc a parlous state. 

AN AMENDMENT. 

Mi. Kyle proposed ap amendment, that 
ten davs be aliocated to the Committee 
siuge of the bill, instead of five days, and 
said that there should be an appeal to the 
British Parliament because of the mons- 
trously unfair conditions of the bill. 

Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist), seconding, pro- 
tested against the attempt of the Govern- 
ment to pass the bill by means other than 
argument. Machinery was designed to take 
the place of argument, and when the period 
for discussion arrived the guillotine would 
come into operation, cutting off all further 
debate. 

GUN-RUNNING RECALLED. 

Mr. McMullen (Labour) said that the atti. 
t.de of Lord Craigavon on the matter was 
typical of the infamy and villainy that he 
had been politically guilty of on previous 
occasions. 

" His action now is similar to that mani- 
fested by him when the spirit of gun-running 
was all over the country. His idea is to 
stifle minority views of all kinds. He 
wants no one here except members of his 
owu party, and a smal] minority to keep 
a.ive old teuds and old hatreds. Those 
who are backing him are equally guilty, and 
retribution will be swift and sharp. This 
proposal is a revoluticnary one, and one of 
the main ideas is te have a general election 
here before it takes place in Britain. 

THE SPEAKER INTERVENES. 

There. were cries of “Oh, oh,” from the 
Government benches when Mr. McMullen 
said, '' There is no greater damned old rascal 
in politics than the Prime Minister,” and 
when the Speaker intervened, and suggested 
that Mr. McMullen should withdraw that, he 
retcried, *‘I withdraw, but JI will describe 
him as a political trickster.”’ 

“That is not much better,” said the 
Speaker, and Mr. McMullen said, ‘* Well, 
there can be no cbjection to my saying that 
he is an incomparable jerrymanderer. Any 
of these descriptions wil! fit him.’’ 

Mr. McMullen went on to say that the 
pas motion proposed to take from mein 
vers all the rights that they possessed, and ho 
challenged the Attorney-General .to attempt 
to justify the proposals.. 

Mr. McAllister (Nationalist) said that the 
twin cases that the Prime Minister was going 
to face the country with were the guillotine 
and jerrymandering. They were entitled to 
seventeen representatives, and had twelve, 
and this was going to he whittled down to 
eight or nine; but the final issue would not 
rest in that House.

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‘THE ABUSES OF 
DEMOCRACY. 


INTER -UNIVERSITY 
DEBATE IN DUBLIN. 


INTERESTING VIEWS, 
ee 


Representutives of some of the principal 
Universities of Great Britain and Ireland took 
part in a debate in University College, Dub- 
lin, last night, in connection with the Literary 
and Historical Society of the College. The 
motion which was discussed was, “ That the 
recrudescence of Autocracy in Europe is the 
inevitable result of the abuses of Democracy,” 
and it was carried by 363 votes to 297. 

The Auditor (Mr. T, A. O'Rourke) ex- 
tended a cordial welcome to the delegates, 
and called on Dr. D. J. Coffey, President, 
University College, to preside at the debate. 

THE MAN IN THE STREET. 

The debate was opened in the affirmative by 
Mr. F. Correia Afonso, Secretary of the Oxford 
Union Society, who said that throughout the 
nineteenth century nobody except a crank 
like Carlyle or Ruskin would have dared to 
attack democracy, but today democracy 
stood before the world, and none so poor as 
to do it reverence. If they asked him what 
democracy had done for the world he would 
answer in the accusative. (Laughter.) They 
had many European countries resorting to 
autocracy because they were tired of demo- 
cracy. Democracy had failed because 
democracy meant irresponsibility. Under 
democratic conditions it was the man in the 
street who ruled; but who thought of the man 
in the street? No one; he became prominent 
only when there was a street accident. 
(i.aughter.) The pity was that the man in 
the street did not realise that he 
was the ruler. Democracy was iniellectu- 
al'y deficient and irresponsible, because 
democracy was everybody's business, and 
what was everybody's business was nobody s 
business. 

They might say of democratic institutions 
what had been said of the League of Nations, 
that they touched nothing that they did not 
adjourn. (Laughter.) From the moral point 
of view democracy had failed: it had built 
for itself a throne of swords, and it was no 
worder that it found it difficult to sit on it. 
Autocracy had come because of the actual 
and practical failure of democracy. 

LACK OF A REAL DEMOCRACY. 

Mr. L. Bankstansky, President of the 
Students’ Union, University of London, oppos- 
ing the motion, said that the underlying 
ausstiimption of the previous speaker’s address 
was that democracy had already been estab 
lished in Europe. He challenged that 
assumption, and said that the recrudeacence 
of attocracy in Europe was due to the 
struggle for the establishment of a real 
detaocracy. Democracy consisted of two 
classes, political democracy and economic 
demoracy. This presumed a double function 
for the State. It was charged with the pro- 
tection of the lives of the citizens, and it had 
also to safeguard their happiness and the 
economic satisfaction of their well-being. Side 
by side with political democracy there was 
economic autocracy, and of the two economic 
democracy was far more important and íar 
more significant. 

The nineteenth century had hen the 
century of conflict between political democracy 
and economic autocracy. It was not the 
abuse of democracy, but the lack of real 
democracy and the struggle for complete real 
dew cracy that had led to the revival of 
autocracy. 

DEMOCRACY IN IRELAND. 

Mr. H. Collier, President, Glasgow Univer- 
sity Union, speaking in the affirmative, said 
that the growth of democracy was compar- 
able to that of children. After the period 
of nursing it was given a little discriminate 
relaxation, but after that it fought for com- 

arative freedom. America had been nursed 

Mother Britain, but when America 
realised that her own inherent abilities were 
being abused she no longer allowed Britain 
to be autocratic. 

When Mr. Gladstone in 1882 passed the 
Coercion Act in the House of Commons, under 
which any member of the community in Ire- 
land could be imprisoned on suspicion alone 
without trial, he deliberately abused the 
principles of democracy. The Irish people had 
given their answer to England by claiming 
the right of democratic Government for them- 
selves. 

Mr. Bernard Crehan, of the University of 
Liverpool, opposing the motion, said that to- 
day complete democracy could be found no- 
where. Our own democracy was crude in the 
extreme. To-day it might be said that we 
lived as much under autocracy as under 
democracy. Their job, as believers in de- 
mocracy, was to secure that democracy be 
put on such a sound foundation that it wculd 
prove successful and would not give way to 
autocracy. 

Mr. J. Edward Brown (Wales) referred to 
the examples of Italy and Yugo-Slavia as 
proofs of the failure of democracy, and said 
that, as popular justice meant Lynch law, 
so popular government meant mob low. The 
present system of choosing between two 
parties was an abuse of democracy: it was a 
gamble. The real government of the country 
was in the hands of paid officials. 

Mr, H. Trevor Lloyd, -President-elect of 
the Students’ Union of Bristol, speaking 
against the motion, said that he thought that 
to suggest that there was any country in 
Europe to-day that was democratic was 
entirely wrong. It seemed to him that they 
might look to the view that democracy 
would grow. There might come into Europe 
a democracy based on the fundamentals of 
the understanding of one man by another. 
Autocracy would never replace democracy. 

HE WAY TO PROSPERITY. 

Mr. R. Bloomer, University of Birming. 
ham, speaking in support of the motion, said 
that, as after other great upheavals, so after 
the Great War there was the cry for demo 
cratic control, but he asserted that the only 
way of bringing about a stable state of 
affairs was to have, not democratic control, 
but autocratic contro] by individualists—men 
of creative instinct, energetic and far-seeing, 
who would bring back prosperity. 

Miss A. Kamberian, of the Victoria Uni- 
versity, of Manchester, opposing the motion, 
sala that they were on the eve of realising 
how futile democracy was. Democracy repre 
sented the rabble. They needed more 
specialists and cleaner politics. She was con- 
vinced that there was no such thing as the 
abuse of democracy and the recrudescence of 
avtccracy in Europe. 

Mr. J. O. Bartley (Queen’s University. 
Belfast) agreed with one of the speakers, 
who said that democracy was an ideal, but 
he maintained that what we got was not 
ideal, but abuse. The ideal of government 
was justice for the people, with freedom as 
far as the constitution of the universe would 
allow. 

THE RESULT OF DESPAIR. 

Mr. J. Valentine (Glasgow University 
Scottish Nationalist Association) said that 
democracy was the result of despair when 
the people failed to find great men to lead 
them. 

Mr. T, A. O’Rourke (University College, 
Dublin) said that Switzerland was a country 
in which the people ruled themselves 
through their representatives, and was a 
perfect form of deinocracy. Democracy 
should be the dominant force in a nation 
that was intelligent, and there should be 
no room in the will of an intelligent people 
for an autocracy. One of the gréatest 
abuses of democracy was the party system. 
and that abuse was one of the causes for the 
revival of autocracy in Italy and Spain. 

Mr. J. Dixon Boyd, Queen’s University, 
Belfast, said that he was an Ulsterman who 
also considered himself an Irishman. (Ap 
plause. ) 

“ EXCELLENT SPEECHES.” 

The President congratulated the young 
representatives of the other Universities on 
the excellent speeches they had delivered. 
He alsu congratulated the Society on having 
secured such a representation from the other 
Universities. What struck him in all the 
speeches was the common feeling which 
characterised all the speeches. It was in its 
essence academic thought, which had nothin 
to do with the rough thought of the politica 
platform.

STEPPING-STONES IN 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


LECTURE IN DUBLIN. 

Professor Hermann 8. Hering, a member 
of the Board ot Lectureship of Lhe Mother 
Church, ‘The First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
in Boston, in a lecture given under the 
auspice. of First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Dublin, in the new church edifice at Lower 
Baggot street, Dublin, last night, explained 
that the whole of the Christian Science teach. 
ing 18 based on God, and that these teachings 
are clearly set forth in the text book, entitled, 
‘‘Science and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures,’ written by Mary Baker Eddy. The 
other writings of Mrs. Eddy, both prose and 
poetry, he said, are amplifications and 
elucidations of these teachings, and are a 
great aid and inspiration to thoughtful 
students. ‘The teachings of Christian Science, 
he added, may, therefore, be learned through 
these books. He claimed that Christian 
Science is a discovery, a revelation, and not a 
human theory. It was revealed, he said, to 
Mrs. Eddy’s uplifted thought at the time of her 
remarkable recovery from the effects of a sp 
posedly fatal accident, that God is infinite 
Spirit, Mind, and that all existence ns 
spiritual, not material; that man is the image 
and likeness of God; that the divine Mind 
unfolding to human consciousness restores 
health and harmony, and that thereby 
Christian healing could. be again restored to 
the world. The revelation continued to 
unfold to Mrs. Eddy, Mr. Hering said, unti! 
she saw clearly the complete Trath, which 
she subsequently gave to mankind, 

Mr. Hering had chosen for the subject ol 
his’ lecture, “ Stepping Stones in Christian 
Science,” and pointed out the steps which 
must be taken in order to progress spiritually 
to the kingdom of Heaven. The way, he 
said, was marked out by Jesus, and all 
who would walk along the pathway must 
tread over the same step ,ing-stones, avoiding 
the stumbling-blocks, the pitfalls and by- 
ways keeping faithfully to the highway of 
hope, guided by spiritual truth, which alone, 
the lecturer declared, leads to the under- 
standing of God. 

After discussing at some length these 
important and valuable stepping-stones— 
honesty, humility, obedience, sacrifice, faith, 
the overcoming of fear, the recognition of 
God as infinite Spirit and of man as IHfis 
image and likeness, the right comprehension 
of Christ Jesus as the true and practical 
Way-shower, the acknowledgment of a higher 
power, a looking upward and a dependence 
upon something beyond the material for 
guidance, support and healing, the under- 
standing of praver as the desire for light and 
strength, for wisdom and understanding, Mr. 
Hering explained that while it may be diffi- 
cult at times to walk and climb these 
stepping-stones in the divine pathway 
fo heaven, while we may encounter storms 
of error and the enemies of righteousness may 
oppose our progress and attempt to reverse 
our gains, while we may become weary and 
occasionally rest by the wayside, we are 
constantly encouraged and strengthened, if 
we are faithful and in earnest, by the wonder- 
ful goal always before us, and are inspired 
hy the broader horizon and enlarged outlook 
which spreads hefore our eyes with each 
advancing step, until we joyously reach the 


goal. 

Throughout the lecture Mr. Hering quoted 
frequentilv from the Bible and from the writ- 
ings of Mary Baker Eddy, in support of the 
statements he made, and emphasised the fact 
that the teachings of Christian Science are 
hased upon the teachines of the Bible, as 
revealed and taught by Mrs. Eddy.

A record of good work on behalf of 
the Free State butter trade was sub- 
mitted at the annual general meeting of 
the Irish Associated Creameries, Limited, 
which was held at the offices, 9 Leinster 
street, South, Dublin. 

It was claimed by Mr. Thomas Flynn, 
Chairman of the Board, who presided, 
that the association already had effected, 
by chilling in transit, a big improvement 
in the condition in which the butter ar- 
rived in the markets. They were extend- 
ing into districts in Great Britain hitherto 
untapped. 

He asserted that only through the 
association would it be possible to meet 
the foreign competition that was becom- 
ing intensified more and more every 
succeeding year. 

A resolution by an Ardagh member, 
that the existence of the association be 
terminated, was rejected, only eight dele- 
gates voting for it out of an attendance of 
about a hundred.

ADVANTAGES SECURED BY 
ORGANISATION. 


The report and statement of accounts hav- 
ing been taken as read, the Chairman in the 
course of'an address to the members re- 
viewed the position of the Association. In 
the course of his remarks he said:— . 
Having occupied the position of Chairman 
since the organisation came into being, 
wish to say that no effort was spared either 
by the Provisional Committee or by the pre- 
sent board of directors which succeeded 
them to get every creamery to become a mem- 
ber of this organisation. At the commence- 
ment we were greatly encouraged by the fact 
that all creameries were represented at the 
conference convened by the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation, Society and that neither then 
nor since have any creameries inside or out- 
side seriously questioned the soundness of the 
rinciples under which the Irish Associated 
creameries is established. 

Notwithstanding that, however, a number 
af creameries have simply sat tight and done 
nothing. They are obtaining the benefits of 
our organisation without any expense on their 
part. While creameries in the Association 
have for the general good surrendered their 
right to sell individually, those outside are 
free to take advantage of every favourable 
situation created by the working of the Irish 
Associated Creameries, and in that way they 
are doing no good either to themselves or to 
the Irish Associated Creameries. They may 
have in some cases the poor satisfaction of 
getting one or two shillings per cwt. more 
than our members, but if they examine their 
conscience they must know that the fact of 
competing with the Irish Associated 
Creameries and with one another has a ten- 
dency to keep prices down all round, 

PRICES SECURED, 

The average price which we were able to 
obtain last year was about seven or eight 
shillings per cwt. above the average price ob- 
tained by creameries for the year before we 
started, and this notwithstanding that im- 
bette from all countries to Great 

ritain were 15,000 tons more than 
in the year 1927. I am, however, 

Some members are inclined to compare 
the working of the 1.A.C. with the working 
of a creamery. There is, of course, nu com- 
parison, either in magnitude or in the char. 
acter of the work. ven if every creamery 
manager inthe country wae 2 tip-top salesman, 
the selling position would be still unsatisfac 
tory, inasmuch as each acting by himself 
would be competing with every other 
creamery in the various markets, and we know 
what deplorable results this gave rise to in 
the past. It led—as it was bound to lead— 
to price-cutting, to glutting at some centres, 
to overloading well-known merchants with 
supplies, to selling at the wrong time and 
creating panic and depression. It more or 
less forced each manager to loox out for him. 
self and to sell or consign as best he could 
regardless of what effect Tits doing so had on 
the creameries generally. ) 

IMPROVEMENTS EFFECTED. 

We are out to change all that and to de 
more. We have already, by chilling in 
transit, effected a big improvement in the 
cohdition in which our butter arrives in the 
markets. We have laid the foundations of 

ood-will amongst sur excellent buyers. 

Ne are extending ourselves into districts ir 
Great Britain hitherto untapped, and, given 
loval support, we face the future with 
confidence. 

Our foreign 


competitors are straining 
every effort to gain and to hold the front 
position in the British markets. They are 
spending enormous sums in advertising, in 
window displays and propaganda of every 
kind. It is, therefore, fortunate that such an 
organisation as ours came into existence when 
it did, for in this way and no other will 1! 
be possible to meet the competition that is 
becoming intensified more and more every 
succeeding year. : 

The Irish Associated Creameries give the 
dairy farmer of this country a driving force 
in trade which he never possessed before— 
namely, a superior bargaining power with 
buyers, with cold storage companies, trans- 
port companies, banks, etc. It also has 
resources sufficient to secure the best services, 
and all these advantages obtain without any 
undue burden on the individual member. It 
should be clear to any person of ordinary In: 
telligence that the business cannot be carried 
on without certain administrative expenses 
but these have been kept at the lowest point 
consistent with efficiency, and have been more 
than offset by substantial saying effected in 
transport, storage and other essential fea- 
tures. 

ON SOUND LINES. 

We have confidence that the Creamery 
Committees and be are every day com- 
ing to realise more and more that this organi- 
sation is established on perfecisy sound lines. 
No one knowing the facts would now seriously 
suggest that we should go back to the old 
system of selling. 1 am confident, and | 
speak too for the other members of the Board, 
that another year’s working will put this 
organisation in a strong and secure position. 
t is, under the circumstances, hard to 
understand the attitude of those who seem 
bent on making efforts to weaken our asso- 
ciation unless—which I hope is not the case— 
that they believe that if the organisation 1s to 
be killed at all, it must be destroyed in its 
infancy, before it has a fair chance to prove 
beyond yea or nay its real worth. ‘hese 
people misjudge the situation and the de- 
termination of our members that the Irish 
Associated Creameries must pusn ahead and 
place Irish butter in its rightful position 
second to none in any market. They have no 
case. ‘The Irish Associated Creameries 1s 
established on sound principles, and such 
people fail to grasp the power that com- 
mercial] combination like ours places in the 
hands of dairy farmers of this country. 

Imperfections in detail, which are being 
remedied as we go along, do not affect that 
fact in the least. 1 would appeal to the 
delegates present to take every opportunity 
to make themseives as familiar as possible 
with all essential points of our working, and 
thereby be in a position to “spread the 
light,” remove any misconceptions that still

““ Pictures ” in Paris. 


Mr. Quinn Martin, an Ameriéan who 
has been visiting Paris, makes some 
interesting remarks about the attitude of 
Frenchmen towards the cinematograph. 
That an American. who is making a brief 
stay in the land of ‘‘mirth and social 
ease ' should waste any of the precious 
hours is a little strange. In France, as 
in all other lands, the bulk of the picture- 
houses’ material comes from Hollywood. 
Hollywood amuses us in smal] doses when 
we must stay at home, but why should a 
traveller carry his Hollywood about with 
him? Even Mr. Tom Mix, in his most 
centaur-like performances, or. Mr. Fair- 
banks leaping from house-top to house-top, 
ought to pall in a city which has lovelier 
sights. The audiences, however, were 
worth a study. Mr. Martin found him- 
self amused and, perhaps, somewhat 
grieved. At one well-known place “ the 
house was a quarter filled by persons who 
sat there reading newspapers and eating 
sandwiches; at another, half the 
audience appeared to be drowsing.”” In 
fact, “the French go to the movies to 
rest.” We are told sometimes that the 
world will be Americanise 1 completely by 
the cinematograph, but this danger does 
not threaten France. ‘‘It is apparent to 
anyone walking along the Boulevard (the 
Broadway of this town) that Paris is far 
less interested in the attractive presenta- 
tion of motion-pictures than is New 
York.” In other countries the cruder 
type of cinematograph entertainment may 
colour the lives of unbalanced people, but 
F:enchmen only devote to celluloid pano- 
ramas the attention which they can spare 
from sandwiches or sleep. Talking 
pictures alone seem to be able to arouse 
them from torpor to activity. Some 
talking ‘‘feature’’ films were greeted in 
Paris recently with the ‘‘ fateful whistle ’’ 
which the French employ when they wish 
to show disapproval. In justice to an 
ingenious invention, however, it must be 
admitted that the ‘‘talk’”’ invariably was 
Californian English, not the tongue of 
Montaigne and Pascal.

Treatment by Light. 


A curious history might be written of 
fashions in remedies for disease. At one 
time bleeding was the vogue. Whether 
a person’s complaint was toothache 
or gout, the physician almost in- 
variably directed that he should be 
” cupped. "To-day the popular in- 
terest in the curative properties of sun- 


light is an excellent- thing, although it.

has ita dangers. There is little risk, of 
course, in these islands that people will 
suffer from too much exposure to sun- 
light. The danger arises from some of 
the substitutes for sunliglit which, we are 
led to believe, are “just as good.” The 
report of the British Medical Research 
Council, which was issued yesterday, 
warns the public not to expect too much 
from artificial light treatment. “‘A 
therapeutic treatment has lately come 
widely into use in this country with a 
rapidity not hitherto common even for 
the best-attested therapeutic novelties.”’ 

Schools, hospitals and other institutions 
which contemplate the spending of large 
sums on artificial light are advised that 
it would be desirable first to spend part 
of the money on properly-controlled 
demonstrations. Some of the Council’s 
comments on light-treatment and its 
effects will surprise uninformed laymen. 
Experiments which were made with the 
approval of the Board of Education did 
not reveal any wonder-working properties 
in ultra-violet rays, directed from a lamp. 
Children who had been treated were not 
found to be superior in weight, “ spirits ” 
or in the avoidance of ‘‘colds”’ to un- 
treated children. ‘‘ Prolonged research 
gives no scientific reason at all to sup- 
pose that the treatment of rickets is 
beiter effected by ultra-violet rays, falling 
on the skin, than by the direct provision 
of the necessary food values.”’

scientific persons it may do far more harm 
than good.

SCOTLAND YARD MAKING 
INVESTIGATIONS. 


Scotland Yard detectives last night hurried 
to Sudbury to investigate the mysterious 
deaths of two hoys, Charles Thorpe (10) and 
Leslie Thorpe (7), at their home in Charter- 
house avenue, on the Parkside estate, at 
Sudbury, Middlesex.

Their mother. Mrs. Thorpe, was alone in the 
house, their father being at Westbury, Wilt- 
shire. An urgent message was sent to him. 
and arrangements were ‘made so that he could 
hurry hack to London on a goods train during 
the night. 

EFFORTS TO SAVE THE BOYS. 

When Mrs. Thorpe first noticed signs of 
illness in her boys she obtained the assist- 
ance of neighbours, and a doctor was imme- 
diately called. Acute symptoms occurred with 
remarkable rapidity, and the doctor did 
everything in his power to save their lives. 

In co-operation with the Divisional Police 
Surgeon, who was summoned, @1.D. officers 
were engaged throughout the night trying 
to establish the cause of the deaths. They 
took possession of the medicine prescribed 
for the treatment, and inquiries were insti- 
tuied at the hospital. :

Mr. Robert Craigie, Harristown House, 
St. Margaret's, County Dublin, a member 
of the firm of Craigie Brothers, cattle 
salesmen, Dublin, when interviewed by an 
Irish Times representative regarding the 
proposed reduction of rural postal 
deliveries to three days a week, declared 
that the farmers were going to be placed 
in a very awkward position by the change, 
especially in regard to their newspapers. 

“In regard to the Dublin cattle market, 
for example,” he said, “farmers would 
not be able to know on Friday what had 
occurred the day before. Dealers who 
had been at the market, and would, oí 
course, know the run of trade and prices, 
mi ht visit farmers with the intention of 
making purchases. In the absence of in- 
formation from the newspapers or reports 
by letter, farmers would be placed at a 
disadvantage. 


POULTRY FARMERS HIT. 

“The reduced services will also be a 
very serious drawback to those who have 
gone in for poultry-keeping on the advice 
of the Department of Agriculture. These 
people must know the market prices from 
day to day, otherwise they cannot carry 
on their industry satisfactorily. It will 
be specially injurious to those who make 
a feature of the day-old chicken industry, 
because a delay of a day in the delivery 
.of an order would mean serious loss.’’ 

Jn reply to the suggestion that news- 
papers might be obtained in country 
shops, Mr. Craigie pointed out that in his 
district there were few such places within 
a wide radius. The number of villages 
in that part of County Dublin was small. 


PUTTING BACK THE CLOCK. 

Such a change, he said, was putting 
back the clock twenty or thirty years, 
because farmers now found it necessary 
to keep in touch with the latest home and 
English markets. 

“In the absence of a daily postal 
delivery,’’ he added, “how is a farmer to 
know that foot-and-mouth disease ‘has 
broken out in Great Britain, or even at 
home? '' 

JS was now, said Mr. Craigie, too 
costly to use telegrams extensively, and 
it was, therefore, necessary to rely upon 
the daily deliveries of letters and news- 
papers in order to carry on their business. 


REDUCTION DEFENDED. 

A representative County Wexford 
larmer, when questioned on the imatter. 
did not regard the proposed curtailment 
of rural postal deliveries as a very serious 
hardship on ordinary farmers. Such 
men, he said, did not depend on day-to 
day reports from the markets, and were 
not likely to:be taken at a disadvantage 
by dealers. : i 

“The fact is,” he added, “ farmers have 
been calling for economies, and if they 
are satisfied that this reduction of services 
is part of a national scheme for economy, 
they will, 1 am sure, accept it until the 
country is able to bear the expense of a 
full service again.”’

-HISTORIC CEREMONY AT 
YORK MINSTER. | 
The ashes ot General Sir John Grenfell 
Maxwell, who was Ceneral Officer Command- 
ing the Northern Command from 1916 to 
1919, and as honorary freeman ef York, were 
deposited within the walls of York Minster 
yesterday. This is the first time that such a 
ceremony has taken place at the Munster. 
The ashes, in an- oak cas'et, containing an

SHIPMENT TO 
AMERICA. 


WALL STREET'S 
VIEW. 


From Revren’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Friday. 


Wall street bankers are much exercised 
over what appears to them to be a con- 
certed action throughout the world to 
prevent the movement of gold from 
foreign countries to the United States. 

Recent developments in London, 
Amsterdam, Rome and Ottawa are re- 
sponsible for this impression. 

The high money rates in New York have 
attracted large amounts of foreign capital 
heie, and the resultant pressure against 
the currencies of most of the important 
foreign countries has threatened to bring 
about shipments of gold from many 
sources. 

For example, the Bank of Italy has 
just advanced its rate of discount from 
six to seven per cent., the second upward 
revision this year. ‘The latest advance 
was, doubtless, a reflection of the condi- 
tions in Europe as a result of the advance 
of the discount rate of the Bank of 
England from four-and-a-half to five-and- 
a-half per cent. Jast month. 

DUTCH BANK’S POSITION. 

At the same time, cables received in 
Wall strect from Amsterdam indicate 
that an advance in the discount rate of 
the Bank of the Netherlands is imminent. 
The Dutch Exchange has weakened re- 
cently, both in relation to sterling and 
the dollar. 

All these are signs which show whither 
the international financial wind is blow- 
ing. Naturally, what the Bank of 
England does is of paramount interest, 
but similar developments in other 
countries have also their effect here. 

British shipments of gold to the United 
States had been predicted last week, but 
it is understood that they were prevented 
by the unexpected support of sterling 
from French sources, which sold dollar 
balances to buy sterling. 

THE EXCEPTIONS. 

Germany and Argentina appear to be 
the only exceptions to the general rule 
of preventing gold exports. Eighteen 
million dollars of gold are on their way 
to New York from Germany in two ship- 
ments, the first of which is expected to 
arrive on Monday. 

Details of this transaction are lacking, 
but it is believed that the metal will be 
converted here into German balances, 
which will be used to protect the Reichs- 
mark from further declines. 

Some four million dollars of gold are 
on their way here from Argentina as a 
result of the weakness of the peso. 

CANADA'S REFUSAL. 

Canada presented yesterday one of the 
most striking examples of the trend of 
events. The Canadian dollar at one time 
went to a discount of lá per cent., the 
lowest mark recorded for many years. 

This would ordinarily have caused a 
heavy movement of gold from Canada, but 
no such move has yet been announced. 
The practice hitherto in bullion move- 
ments between Canada and the United 
States is for them to be made through the 
Canadian, banks, acting as agents of the 
American banks: The Canadian banks 
are at present declining to act in that 
capacity, owing, it is believed here, to 
the pressure from the Dominion 
authorities.

CENSORSHIP BILL.

IRISH VIGILANCE SOCIETY’S 
STATEMENT. 


The Trish Vigilance Association, in a 
Statement on the Censorship Bill, says that 
the Censorship Bill, as originally introduced, 
proposed to set up a Censor Board of five 
members; four of these should be unanimous 
in condemning a publication before the Board 
could report against it to the Minister for 
Justice. 

““Eubseguently,” it adds, ‘an amendment 
was passed by which the number of.Censors 
was raised to nine. Later on, 
Thrift’s mischievous amendmént was adopted, 
providing that seven of the nine Censors 
must be unanimous before an obnoxious book 
or periodical can be condemned. This 
amendment renders the bill practically worth- 
Jess, so far as the banning of evil lterature 
is concerned, 

“H two members of the Censor Board 
happen to be absent from a given meeting, 
the remaining seven must be unanimous 
before any practical work can be done. If 
three members are alisent, the remaining six 
can do nothing. If this wrecking amendment 
is allowed. to stand, two or three members 
of the Censor Board could effectually bar 
progress by merely staying away.’’ 

‘Tt is to be hoped,’ the Irish Vigilance 
Society says, “ that, when the bill reaches 
the report stage deputies of al! parties will 
discharge their obvious duty of deleting this 
disastrous amendment, and insisting that the 
decisions of the Censor Board shall be 
governed by a majority vote of those present

In a special statement to. me to-day 
on the subject of the suggestions made in 
certain London and South African news- 
papers that he should give up his inten- 
tion of attempting to win ‘back’ the 
world’s ‘land speed ‘‘ record’’ owing to 
the Daytona ach accident, and to 
doubts as to the suitability of Verneuk 
Pan (now called Blue Bird Pan) for high 
speeds, Captain Malcolm’ Campbell says: 
“No one deplores more than I do the 
death of so brave a man as Lee Bible, 
but risks of this kind have to be faced, 
and I cannot see why this accident, any 
more than previous accidents on land and 
in the air, should be regarded as sufficient 

reason for my abandoning this attempt. 
EFFECTS OF ALTITUDE. 
“ As. regards myself, I have had 
tremendous difficulties to contend with, 
and stil! others will have to be overcome 
before, I shall be able to make my 
attempt on the world’s ‘record.’ I have, 
however, every confidence that, given 
luck, I shall win through eventually, 
provided that running at an altitude of 
35,000 feet above sea level does not inter- 
fere too seriously with the~ efficiency of 
my engine. My loss of power through 
running at this altitude is 11} per cent., 
but what ‘my gains may be through 
running the car in this rarefied atmo- 
sphere it is impossible to say at the 
moment. Therefore my forthcoming tests 


will be highly interesting and instructive. 


“WONDERFUL POSSIBILITIES.” 
“The track has wonderful possibilities, 
and can be made perfectly suitable pro- 


vided ample funds are forthcoming. The: 


margin of safety will depend on the 
amount of preparations, and the prepara- 
tion depends on the time and money avail- 
able. Í have embarked on an enterprise 
from which there is no turning back, and 
I feel that I shall succeed if things go 
well. 

“Regarding the capabilities of my car, 
the only thing I can say to my friends in 
England and elsewhere is ‘wait and see.’ 
The terribly irksome and expensive delays 
which have occurred have been largely 
due to circumstances that no one could 
have foreseen, aided and abetted by bad 
weather unknown for tl past eighteen 
years in that district; but I feel that my 
luck is on the point of turning, and, there- 
fore, if I mel my goal, the achievement 
will have been all the more worth while. 

“I very greatly appreciate the kind 
thoughts of my friends which prompted 
them to be concerned for my safety. The 
Blue Bird has carried me through so far, 
and I feel sure that she will not let me 
down on this occasion.” 


SPEEDWAY’S SUITABILITY. 

With reference to reports from London 
suggesting that a try ont of Captain 
Campbell’s speed car Blue Bird has 
proved the unsuitability of Verneuk Pan 
for any attempt on the world’s land speed 
record, it is pointed out that there has 
been no trial of the car, and there will 
be none until the track has been got to 
perfect condition. 

The Blue Bird has not yet left Cape 
Town, and, in fact, has never run under 
her own power in South Africa. ‘It 1s 
unlikely that. she will be taken to the 
track for at least another month. i 

Experts are confident that the track is 
incomparably better than any other in 
the world, both as regards length and its 
general flat area and surface. Captain 
Campbell, who knows Daytona: Beach— 
where he actually secured the world's 
“record” last year—has undoubtedly 
selected Blue Bird Pan in order to escape 
the Florida speedway’s defects. He aimed 
at finding a perfect speedway without the 
danger inevitably bound up with the 
proximity of the sea and soft patches ol 
sand. . 

TO, BEAT DAYTONA “ RECORD.” 

Captain Campbell’s comment on the 
report of the trial spin on the Pan was 
that he had never heard such an extra- 
ordinary statement.

THREE MEN SENT FOR TRIAL,

HIGH PRICES FOR SILVER 
AND FURNITURE. 

Last Thursday, at their London salerooms, 
Messrs. Christie’s held a sale of old English 
and French furniture, objects of art, and 
porcelain from the Brownlow collection and 
other properties. Chief interest in the furni- 
ture centred in a beautiful suite of Queen 
Anne walnut furniture, consisting of a settee 
and six chairs on cabriole legs and club feet, 
‘the seats and backs stuffed and covered in 
Fulham: tapestry—signed by Bradshaw— 
woven in flowers and fruit, and on the settee 
a panel of poultry, the design on light brown 
background. The bidding mounted rapidly 
until £8,400 was reached, at which figure it 
was. sold.. £1,627 was paid for six gilt 
fauteuils, seats and backs stuffed, covered 
with Gobelin’s tapestry, woven with 
subjects of Aisop’s fables. A  Boulle 
commode, 4ft. ón. wide, was sold 
for 1,000 guineas, and 500 guineas was paid 
for a Queen Anne settee with stuffed winged 
back on gilt legs of baluster and scroll 
design, with interlaced stretcher. Six Charles 
Il. walnut chairs and one armchair, with 
oval panels of canework in back, scroll tops, 
borders, and stretchers, carved with foliage, 
brought £1,575; and £472 was paid for a 
pair of Gobelins tapestry curtains. 

Four panels of Brussels tapestry, woven 
with landscapes afd eoast scenes after David 
Teniers the younger, and inscribed ‘ D. 
Teniers fec,” brought £6,510; and three 
panels of Brussels tapestry sold for £3,150. 
A pair of oblong panels of Soho tapestry, 
Chinese figures in landscape, realised £1,575. 

A set of three Chinese vases and covers 

and a pair of beakers, 35in. and 26in. high— 
Yung Ching (formerly in the Ercolani Palace 
at Bologna)—sold for £5,460; and a pair of 
Chinese cisterns, 25in. diameter—Kien Lung-- 
brought £1,100. A set of five Dresden vases 
and three covers, painted with panels ot 
Watteau figures, were bid up to £1,470; and 
La pair of Louis XVI. candelabra, wit 
branches for three lights, with Dresden 
— sa of lady and gentleman holding baskets, 
léin. high, brought, £260. The day’s sale 
totalled £56,940. 
THE SILVER. 
As was anticipated, Christie's salerooms 
were crowded on Wessun last for the sale 
of the “ Brownlow” silver, and American 
competition was keen and successful. The 
first lot of importance was a dinner service of 
about 200 pieces, of dates ranging from 1804 
to 1819, by Paul Storr, and weighing 6,704 
ounces, for which £5,530 16s. was paid. A 
William and Mary beaker, three inches high, 
1693, maker’s mark “ R,” was sold at 600s. 
per ounce (£66); and 600s. per ounce 
(£1,800) was also paid for the silver gilt 
Mace, chased with the Arms of Boston, and 
the date 1725, and on the reverse with the 
Royal Arms, Tudor rose, the cypher E.R., 
and sailing ship and anchor, 385 inches long, 
hy Benjamin Pyne, 1725. The highest figure 
per ounce was paid for a Charles II. plain 
oval sweetmeat box and cover on scroll feet, 
74 inches wide, maker’s mark R.S. 166. The 
price was 750s. (£752). A pair of William 
Il. silver-gilt tazze, 125 inches diameter, 
1698, and four 9} inches diameter en suite, 
1697, all by Benjamin Pyne, were sold, all 
at £4,700 (474s, per ounce). A pair of Queen 
Anne silver-gilt ewers, 114 inches high, by 
Simon Pantin, 1713 (engraved after 1791 
with the Arms of England, as borne by 
George III., with accolée those of Prussia), 
were also sold “all at" £4,200, which

AGED MAN’S ALLEGATIONS IN 
COURT. 

When an elderly farmer, named Robert 
Geelan, of Currygranny, near Longford, was 
summoned at the Longtord District Court for 
failing to comply with an order of the 
County Council to cut his roadside hedges 
he made a statement to the Covrt alleging 
that the prosecution was brought for the 
purfose of persecuting him. 

“1 have been boycotted for twenty vears,”’ 
he said, “and ] have heen persecuted becanse 
] am a Protestant. They have tried to drive 
me out of the country and punish me in every 
way. I have been raided and kidnapped and 
fired at in my house several times, and my 
house has been twice burned.” 

District-Justice Kenny—And is this prose- 
cution part of the persecution ? 

Geelan—That is what I say. I am the only 
Protestant around there, and I am the only 
person summoned from that district. 

District-Justice Kenny—I have two more 
to-day, and last week there were twenty 
others, so you can see that you are not quite 
right. It is a very gfave charge to make 
against a public administrative body, to 
allege that they are administering their duties 
with a bias for the purpose of persecuting 
people,.and that that bias is connected with 
religious motives. I think it is a statement 
that. should not be made; it is not founded 
on fact.

THE ABBOT OF DOWNSIDE. 


The death from pneumonia has occurred 
at Downside Abbey, near Bath, of the Abbot 
of Downside, Dom. H. Leander Ramsay.
